Planting Is Safe 
Until Late In June 


It is safe to plant in North and 
N ortheast until late June. The key 
to late planting is careful handling 
of the plant m aterial, and attention 
after it has been placed In the 
ground. 
W hen a plant is moved, many of 
the feeding rootlets are destroyed. 
This means that it takes some time 
for the plant to 
re-establish its 
norm al food and 
ffiolsture rela-

In small garden cultivation, the 
corn can be planted in hills which 
are not elevated soil structures, but 
rather groupings of the seed, or 
sown as single seed six inches apart 
in the row. If planted In hills, allow 
18 Inches to two feet and plant three 
to four seeds to a group, thinning j ees and Dr 
to two plants when the plants are 
three inches high. The seed should 
be planted one inch deep and the 
soil firmed gently over the top of 
them . 
Some idea of the number or quan­ 
tity of seed needed for th*..sm alls 
garden is containied in the fact th a t 
there are roughly 130 seed to the 
ounce.

tho usually dry and h<>t weeks of 
midsummer. 
Mulching any kinds of plants with 
fine vegetation tends to keep the 
soil surface moist and cooler. If 
the surface beneath a good mulch 
is inspected, even in dry. hot w eath­ 
er, it will be found quite mellow. 
This is the main idea back of the 
simple practice of covering certain 
seed beds with paper—to prevent 
the formation of a soil crust. 
Mulched plants send their roots 
nearer the surface in search of 
food and moisture. This naturally 
brings roots where the soil is gen­ 
erally richer and thereby permits 
fuller use of fertilizers and the n u ­ 
trients found in surface soils 
Of course, mulching 
eliminates 
the labor of cultivation to control 
weeds. Any stray w-eeds 
gaining 
growth through the mulch may be 
easily removed by hand.

tion committee 
Not Too Far Apart
